Stimson Orders Louis-Conn 


Championship Bout Canceled 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 
Secretary of War Stimson today 
summarily canceled arrangements 
for the scheduled October 12 
heavyweight championship fight 
between Joe Louis and Billy Conn 
with the explanation that “the 
standards and interests of the 
Army do not permit the proposed 
contest to be carried out.” 

Stimson acted after a series of 
conferences over plans to deduct 
a total of $135,451 from the re- 
ceipts, the remainder to be for the 
Army Emergency Relief. The war 
secretary had said he was 
“shocked” to learn of this arrange- 
ment. 

Stimson issued this statement: 

“I have determined that Ser- 
geant Barrow (Joe Louis) and 
Corporal Conn shall be returned 
at once to their military duties. 
The standards and interests of the

Praising the splendid 
nity spirit of townsmen and school 
children for helping Georgia 
farmers gather their cotton crop, 
Westbrook, specialist of the 
Agricultural Extension Service, 
warned yesterday that “this is but 
a dress rehearsal for what is com- 
ing next year.” 

By January, Westbrook estimat- 
ed, a greater part of the Georgia 
farm help will either be in the 
armed forces or away from home 
to work at defense jobs. Only el- 
derly people will be left on the 
farms to plant the crops, work 
them and gather them. 


“We probably won’t feel the full 
force of the labor shortage until 
harvest season next year,” he said. 
“Farmers can get through the 
planting season by themselves and 
with modern farming methods 
they can work their crops. 


“Harvest will present another 
>. We plough several rows 
at a time with tractors. Cuiltiva- 
tors will do many times the work 
of an old-fashioned ‘Georgia stock.’ 


“But we haven’t discovered any- 
thing that will take care of the 
harvest except a lot of backe 
breaking work with the hands.” 


One farmer in Lamar county 
this year cultivated 40 acres of 
cotton with a tractor, Westbrook 
illustrated. But he and his wife 
could manage to pick only about 
300 pounds of lint a day. That’s 
only a bale a week. And at that

WASHINGTON, Sept. 25.—() 
The Maritime Commission. report- 
ed to President Roosevelt today 
the completion of 488 cargo ships 
in the last 12 months, declared de- 
liveries scheduled for the remain- 
ing three months of 1942 should 


reach the 1942 goal of 8,000,000 
tons, and added that the 16,000,- 
000-ton production goal for 1943 
“appears reasonably certain of ac- 
complishment.”’ 

Acknowledging the report, the 
President, in a letter to Rear Ad- 
miral Emory S. Land, cOmmission 
chairman, said it was “most grat- 
ifying,” and added: 

“It cannot fail to inspire added 
confidence in the minds of the 
people of our nation and those of 
our Allies, that we sMall achieve 
ultimate victory over our Axis en- 
emies.” 

The President continued: 

“When I gave directives, first 
for 12,000,000, then for 18,000,000 
and finally for 24,000,000 tons of 
merchant ships to be built by our 
shipyards in 1942 and 1943, I is- 
seved a challenge to the shipbuild- 
ing industry and the Maritime 
Commission.

Congress, so touchy today about criticism, 
has by its action on the anti-inflation front, 
merely once again demonstrated its inability 
to grasp the realities of national problems and 
has yielded principles to pressure. 

The people of the United States will have 
little patience with actions either of congress 
or the administration that grinds the majority 
between the steamrollers of the farm and labor 
blocks. The number of persons benefiting from 
higher wages or from higher farm prices is 
small in proportion to the masses who suffer 
from this form of civil strife now raging while 
the country attempts to gather all its forces 
for its greatest external struggle for survival.

The picture of the decline in influenza 
and pneumonia mortality in the United States 
between 1900 and 1940 as given recently by 
the Federal] Bureau of the Census was indeed 
glowing. Yet it was not really glowing 
enough. For the success resulting in the past 
two years from use of sulfa drugs and other 
modern treatments has caused a further and 
greatly accelerated drop in the influenza and 
pneumonia death rate. The figure: perhaps. 
below 50 per 100,000! 

This is truly a remarkable drop in mor- 
tality. Time was when a person with pneu- 
monia was doomed to die. Only miracles pulled 
these victims through. For the general popu- 


lation. the decline has been at a rate of 1 1-2 


per cent a year in the four decades. It is likely |

that, if the present trend continues, pneumonia 
will become a minor cause of death.

The dis- 
eases which once were scourges are being con- 
quered.

CHIEF JUSTICE BLECKLEY During the recent political 


j campaign in the state I ree 

ceived a letter from an attorney of considerable standing. 
I put it away until the campaign was done. Oddly enough, or 
perhaps properly enough, a number of other letters of similar vein, 
appeared to join the original in the desk drawer, 

The first letter read as follows: 

“I have noticed with a great deal of regret 
in the last several weeks that some judges have 
taken public, active interest in various political 
races, 

“This is an unwholesome trend and brings 
to mind the letter that Chief Justice Logan E. 
Bleckley wrote to The Atlanta Constitution in 
the spring of 1884 on ‘Judges in Politics.’ 

“I do not have the exact date this appeared 
in The Constitution, but it was reprinted in 
the Albany Law Journal, Volume 49, page 409, 
to be found in the state library.” 

And so it was found. 

It might not have been understood had the 
Bleckley statement been republished at that 
time. It would have been taken up and shaken 
about as something personal. 

Now, , with the campaign done and all cam- 
paigns of note at least two and four years away, it seems proper 
to bring it forth and give it space.

NOT ON THE COMMISSARY STAFF 
of the older lawyers 


in Georgia speak with great reverence and delight of Chief Justice 
Logan E. Bleckley. 

His view was the view the citizen likes to have of a judge— 
that is, one divorced from politics; who has no right to return to 
the political arena and pay off debts. 

Judge Bleckley wrote: 

“Judicial names should not appear on the roll of militant poli- 
tics—certainly not on the commissary staff... . It is a mistaken 
view, that a judge pending his term of office may lawfully liqui- 
date his political debts. This view is too erroneous to be long 
adhered to and must soon be overruled and abandoned. The true 
theory is that every judge is politically insolvent. He has sus- 
pended political business and has no assets. His creditors must 
indulge him until his judicial career has terminated. Then, if he 
will, he may accumulate fresh capital and settle with his friends 
to the utmost farthing. ... They have no cause to complain of a 
delay which they themselves rendered necessary by retiring him 
from the political arena and consigning him to the judicial cloister, 
To expect a judge to settle political scores while he is still a judge 
is hardly less incongruous than dunning a priest when he is offi- 
ciating at the altar. 

“I have said that a judge has no assets; perhaps it would be 
more accurate to say that he takes a political homestead on all 
his assets for and during his term of Office. In either case the 
same cons@équence results, for in either case he is, and ought to 
be, completely independent of his political creditors. It is needless 
to add that, being restrained from paying his debts, he has no 
right to make donations. In short, he should consider himself in 
temporary seclusion from active politics, with no political functions 
save to vote as he pleases like any other citizen.” 

That is a masterful summing up and quite in character, if I have 
heard the old stories aright. And I am sure I have. 

It is shocking to the people to see a judge step out publicly and 
bitterly and angrily condemn men because they oppose a candidate 
to whom the judge owes some sort of debt. 

It makes many an honest citizen wonder what sort of justice he 
might expect in that judge’s court were it revealed, in some fashion, 


he had voted against the judge’s candidate. 
I have asked a number of lawyers 


A PROPER QUESTION about it. They all think it very bad 


for judges to be in the commissary department of politics. 

To a man they agree with the late Judge Bleckley that “to ex- 
pect a judge to settle political scores while he is still a judge is 
hardly less incongruous than dunning a priest when he is officiating 
at the altar.” 

They hardly think it a matter for the Bar Association. Although 
they know that the spirit of the association is against such a prac- 
tice, they think it better to leave it to public opinion and to the 
individual conception of ethics and judicial integrity. 

It is on record that Judge Bleckley thought more strongly on 
the subject than he wrote. 

It also is on record that this year the public conscience and con- 
cern seemed to be stirred by the spectacle of judges speaking with 
passion and with tremendous prejudices in favor of one candidate 
or another. 

It is just possible that the voice of one of Georgia’s great chief 
justices; one of her greatest sons, may become a loud voice and, 
more than half a century later, drive back into judicial retirement 
those judges who think it proper to “liquidate their political debts.” 

I do not see how anyone honestly can demur to the decision by 
Mr. Justice Bleckley.

My Dear Louise: 


I once read in a magazine article the statement that all men 
hate to make decisions. That didn’t make sense to me, for it was 
wholly contrary to my experience. Later I asked a friend of mine, 
a professional psychiatrist, what he thought about it, and he said 
it was true. _ 

Of course it isn’t true of all men—such statements are nearly 
always exaggerations—but it does seem to be true of most of them, 
and it helps to explain why they never get anywhere. 

My own chief weakness is just the opposite—making snap de- 
cisions about everything, no matter how important,. and often 
having reason to regret it. I'd be less impulsive if I could, but I 
forget when the test comes. If you form one habit or the other 
in youth, you aren't likely to outgrow it. 

Teddy Roosevelt decided quickly. He admitted making mistakes, 
but said he had time to see his error and correct it before the 
other fellow was able to make up his mind to do anything. That 
sounds plausible, but there are some mistakes you can't correct 
merely by changing your mind—marriage, for instance; marrying 
the wrong person, : 

Old Man Hill, the railroad builder, used to say he never fired 
a man for doing the wrong thing in an emergency, but only for 
failing to do anything at all. 

That inability to act marks the man who won't get anywhere 
because he can’t be trusted with responsibility. When a man like 
that says he will think it over, or “take it under advisement.” he is 
kidding himself and others. What he means is that he hates to 
make a decision—hates to commit himself to anything because he 
dreads being responsible if it doesn’t turn out right. Washington 
is crawling with men like that, which helps explain the lag in our 
war effort. Unable to decide what to do, they do nothing. 

Now, I’ve been talking about men, but it all applies to women 
and to you—especially in these days when women are doing men's 
work so the men can fight. 

I notice you can’t decide on a coat or a pair of shoes unless 
your mother is there to help make up your mind. That shows a 
flattering respect for her taste and judgment, but it also shows 
the beginning of a habit you dare not permit to develop. Unless 
you learn to make decisions now, you'll lose the ability for keeps— 
and somebody else will lead you all your days. 

You make decisions now in spite of yourself, for your failure 
to decide is really a decision to do nothing and drift. And that 
weakness will make you the tail of the dog, which wags when the 
dog says wag. Love,

6,500,000 High School Youths 


To Be Trained for War Duty 


The government moved today to 
train America’s 6,500,000 high 
school students for the war service 
which will be expected of them 
when they leave school. 

War Manpower Chief Paul V. 
McNutt announced the establish- 
ment of a “high school victory 
corps,” for which all high school 
boys and girls will be eligible. 
Members will have to meet cer- 
tain study and war service re- 
quirements and may wear special 
service caps and insignia. 

Objectives of the corps, McNutt 
said, will be “immediate, accel- 
erated and special training of 
youth for that war service they 
will be expected to perform after 
leaving school” and active par- 
ticipation in war activities during 
their school days.

‘grams, studies of “immediate and 
‘future usefulness to the war ef- 
‘fort,’ and war service. 
| This service includes such due 
‘ties as air warden, fire watcher, 
work, farm aid, sal- 
-vage work and care of small chil- 
dren of working mothers. 

Students within about two vears 
of completing high school will be 
eligible additionally for five spe- 
cial service divisions which will 
provide pre-induction preparation 
for the Army, Navy and Air Serv- 
ices and training for war indus- 
tries and agriculture and medical, 
nursing, teaching and other come- 
munity services. 

Voluntary military drill for se- 
lected boys will-be included in the 
work of the corps.
